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The Public Debt. 

The amount of public debt outstanding has remained un- 
changed during the year. 

Aggregate funded debt December 31, 1881, . . $32,399,464 00 
Aggregate funded debt December 31, 1882, . . 82,611,680 90 

The apparent increase is due simply to the fact that the 
legal par of exchange has been adopted, in compliance with 
the legislation of the last session, in stating the amount of 
that portion of the debt which is payable in sterling. The 
number of pounds sterling due remains unchanged, and the 
number of dollars which it will cost to pay a pound sterling 
cannot, of course, be changed by our manner of keeping 
accounts. 

During the coming year $1,088,000 of debt falls due, 
and will be paid in the ordinary course from the Sink- 
ing Funds provided for the purpose. These funds will be 
sufficient for the purpose. Of the amount, $200,000 is 
Bounty Loan, and there is a large additional amount of the 
same loan coming due in 1894, which is a charge upon the 
same fund. There is no other debt charged upon the Coast 
Defence Loan Sinking Fund, and I advise that the surplus 
remaining after payment of the $888,000, falling due in July, 
be transferred to the Troy & Greenfield Railroad Loan Sink- 
ing Fund. 

The following tables exhibit the amount of the several 
loans outstanding, with year of maturity and place of pay- 
ment. , All loans payable in London are sterling loans, and 
the rate of interest on the funded debt of the Commonwealth 
is uniformly five per cent, per annum, payable semi- 
annually. 

In the second table the debt is arranged by the purpose of 
the loan, the exact date of maturity is given, and in case of 
sterling loans the amount in pounds sterling, as well as dol- 
lars, is stated.

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Sinking, Trust and Other Funds. 

The amount of the various funds classified as Sinking, 
Trust and other funds, on the thirty-first day of December, 
1882, was $20,562,025.47. 

The Sinking Funds are pledged for the payment of the 
funded debt of the Commonwealth, and all the debt is charged 
upon some fund except the outstanding $300,000 of the 
Harbor Improvement Loan. This latter debt is due in 1896, 
but is payable at any time at the option of the Common- 
wealth. I suggest the propriety of making it a charge upon 
the Commissioners of Public Lands Fund, which now 
amounts to over $80,000, and is likely to increase in the im- 
mediate future to a sum nearly or quite sufficient to extin- 
guish the debt at maturity. 

The average interest rate of the several fund investments 
during the past year has been somewhat in excess of five 
per cent, per annum. When the loans, made some years 
since, shall mature, it is doubtful if this average can be main- 
tained. If the present condition of things continues it is very 
certain that it cannot. 

Computing the accumulations at four per cent, per annum, 
payable and compounded semi-annually, the amount of the 
Prison and Hospital Loan Sinking Fund is about $1,500,000 
smaller than it should be to provide means for the payment 
of the loans charged upon it. The avails of the old State 
Prison at Charlestown and the old Lunatic Hospital at 
Worcester are pledged to this fund, and I respectfully sug- 
gest the- urgent need of making provision for converting 
these parcels of real estate, which are almost unproductive, 
into available interest-bearing securities forthwith. The 
lapse of time and consequent loss of interest will inevi- 
tably prove to be a factor destructive of the value of the cal- 
culations on which the fund was based, and there will be 
needed in the immediate future a very substantial addition to 
the annual State tax. 

Upon a similar basis of calculation, the Troy & Greenfield 
EailroadLoan Sinking Fund is a little more than half of what 
it should be. This fund receives, besides the accumulations 
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of its own investments, the income of the War Loan Sinking 
Fund and some accretions from the sales of Back Bay lands. 
The latter source cannot be depended upon for more than 
$150,000, and the income of the War Loan Sinking Fund 
will, of course, cease when that fund is applied to the pay- 
ment of its debt in 1889. The gain from this source, then, 
will be about $250,000. Some contributions may possibly 
be made from other sinking funds which shall become more 
than sufficient to extinguish their debts, but there are none 
at present in that condition, or likely soon to be so. 

The principal source of increase ought to be the invest- 
ment itself. The railroad and tunnel seems likely to be as 
nearly completed as a railroad ever is, during the coming 
year, and I suggest that a commencement be made by legis- 
lation requiring all the income and avails from the use of 
the line above the expenses of maintenance, as most strictly 
construed, to be paid into the Sinking Fund. 

It does not seem unreasonable to estimate the value of the 
Commonwealth's interest in the road at more than enough to 
make good this deficiency. From a financial point of view 
it seems quite clear that if a sale can be made, or if the State's 
interest can be transformed into an interest-bearing security 
for some reasonable amount, it should be done. At all 
events some additional provision for the extinguishment of 
the debt should begin soon, unless the greater part of the 
debt, which has hung upon one generation, is to be con- 
tinued, with its accompanying interest load, to press upon 
another. 

I feel it my duty as custodian and manalger, under direc- 
tion, of the funds, to call your attention to the matter. The 
simple alternative is either to convert unproductive property 
into productive, or if this cannot be done without too great 
a sacrifice of value, and without serious injury to the public 
interests, to raise by taxation from year to year a sufficient 
amount to provide for the debt. It appears to me that a 
prudent manager would prefer the former course, and that it 
is entirely practicable. But it is time to decide, and, having 
decided, to carry out the plan adopted. In 1888 the debt 
begins to mature, and in 1891 the present fiind and its accu- 
mulations will be exhausted. 
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The Trust Funds have been subject to some changes dar- 
ing the year. The income of the funds is appropriated to 
various educational purposes, but the principal is to be held 
and managed by the Commonwealth undiminished. 

By direction of the Governor and Council, the fund which 
has heretofore been reported as the Agricultural College 
Fund, has been established as the Technical Education Fund, 
and is to be held and managed in two distinct portions. So 
much as was derived from the United States gift is contained 
in the Technical Education Fund, United States grant ; that 
portion which was given by the Commonwealth constitutes 
the Technical Education Fund, Commonwealth's grant. It is 
expected that this arrangement will render it easier to deter- 
mine that the Commonwealth complies in all respects with 
the conditions attached to the gift by the United States and 
accepted by the Commonwealth. 

The apparent increase of the School Fund is due to the ex- 
change of stock in the Boston & Albany Railroad Company 
for bonds of the same corporation, in conformity to the pro- 
visions of chapter 121 of the Acts of 1882. 

The Other Funds are appropriated, principal and income, 
for specified purposes, and may be wholly expended for 
those purposes. Two of these, the Commissioners of Public 
Lands Fund and the Commonwealth's Flats Improvement 
Fund, are likely to be soon applied. 

The other two constitute a class of deposits of a somewhat 
peculiar character, with respect to which some further legis- 
latipn appears to me desirable. 

By Acts of 1880, chapter 25, receivers of insolvent insur- 
ance companies are to pay over certain unclaimed dividends 
to the Treasurer, who must receive them, hold them in trust 
for the parties entitled, and pay over the amounts due upon 
satisfactory evidence of the identity of the parties and the 
justice of their claim. 

By Acts of 1880, chapter 70, similar provisions are made 
with respect to unclaimed dividends in the hands of receivers 
of insolvent savings banks. 

Upon examining the statutes, and a little further consider- 
ation, it will appear that a very considerable jurisdiction, 
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supplemental to that of a court of chancery, is thereby be- 
stowed upon the Treasurer, which, it also appears, is likely 
to embrace such cases of difficulty or uncertainty as the re- 
ceivers may be unable or unwilling to decide. It is sub- 
mitted that the Treasurer is not to be presumed to be, by 
virtue of his office, equipped with the qualifications necessary 
for delicate judicial adjudications. Besides : 

If these funds are in the treasury, the provisions of the 
foregoing Acts appear to be inconsistent with those of Public 
Statutes, chapter 16, section 28, and possibly with the 
constitutional provisions in that regard. If they are deposits 
with him personally he respectfully requests you to relieve 
him from the necessity of becoming ex officio a sort of ad- 
ministrator de bonis non of defunct receiverships. 

I respectfully suggest an amendment to the laws by which 
the receivers shall satisfy the court having jurisdiction, that 
all reasonable exertions have been made to pay the parties ; 
that after such notice as the court may order, and some 
reasonable lapse of time, the funds may be paid into the treas- 
ury absolutely, or if not irrevocably, that provisions for with- 
drawal, analogous to those in* case of alien estates, be 
adopted.

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In Conclusion. 

The good of the public service will be very materially pro- 
moted by adding to the number of persons whom the treas- 
urer is authorized to employ in his office a clerk *to be 
charged especially with the care of recording the securities 
belonging to the funds, keeping an independent record of the 
fund transactions, and the accounts of interest and principal 
to become due. There is more than enough work for such a 
clerk, and there is more than work enough for the clerks now 
employed in the regular work of the treasury proper. The 
fund transactions have been unusually large the present year, 
it is true. The funds themselves now amount to over twenty 
millions, and must continue to increase for five years longer. 
It will be palpably obvious to any one familiar with such 
matters that the investment of the income of twenty millions 
of dollars, and the reinvestment of the amounts falling due, 
must, in the ordinary course of things, involve a great deal of 
work of a clerical character. I have endeavored to increase 
the systemization of work, and by foresight and constant care 
secure the utmost possible accomplishment. The close ap- 
proach to a complete collection of all amounts due to the 
Commonwealth, and complete payment of all sums due from 
the Commonwealth, appears from this report, and establishes 
the faithfuluess and efficiency of the employees. But the 
additional service asked for is necessary to a prompt, accu- 
rate and sufficient discharge of the duties of the office. 

I would further suggest that the meaning of the term, net 
indebtedness, in chapter 130 of the Acts of 1882, be defined 
as in section 2 of chapter 29 of the Public Statutes ; that is, 
that Sinking Funds may be invested in the obligations of 
cities of the New England States, whose indebtedness, de- 
ducting Water Debt and Sinking Funds, does not exceed five 
per cent, of their last valuation of taxable property. The 
provision is reasonable, and, it may be, is the proper con- 
struction of the law as it stands, but it should be made clear. 

A further extension of the class of securities in which in- 
vestments of such funds are permitted would be advantji- 
geous on some accounts. I would respectfully ask consid- 
eration of the matter. 
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The usual tables are appended, containing statements in 
detail of the various matters summarily stated in the body of 
the report.
